Are Reversed By Illinois Court 


CHICAGO—Gerald L. K. Smith, America Firster, and his press 
agent, Don Lohbeck, who were sentenced to the county jail for 
contempt of court last April in Municipal Court here, this week 


won reversals of the sentences 


in the Illinois Appellate Court. 


Sentences of 60 days for Smith and 30 days for Lohbeck had 


been imposed by Judge John V. 
McCormick in connection with 
the distribution of statements 
during the trial of Arthur Ter- 
miniello suspended Catholic 
priest. Terminiello was fined 
$100 on a charge of disorderly 
conduct arising out of a disturb- 
ance at'a meeting of Smith and 
Terminiello’s followers. An ap- 
peal from the fine is pending be- 
fore the Illinois Supreme Court. 


Although Judge McCormick 
termed Smith and Lohbeck’s con- 
duct as “highly improper” when 
he found them guilty of con- 
tempt, the higher eourt’s decision 
held in effect that their distribu- 
tion of the releases did not ob- 
struct justice; and that there was 
no evidence that the statements 
had reached the jurors.

NEW YORK —QA considerable 
number of DPs are now leaving 
the camps and settling in West- 
ern Europe and Scandinavian 
countries especialy in Belgium, 
France, Italy and Sweden. This 
was reported by Dr. Leon Ku- 
bowitzky, General Secretary of 
the World Jewish Congress, up- 
on his return from a two months 
tour in Europe. 

Until several months ago the 
overwhelming majority of DPs 
remained in the camps waiting 
for transportation to Palestine. 
Now the tendency is to seek tem- 
porary or permanent residence in 
other countries in expectation of 
ultimate removal to Palestine 
later, Dr. Kubowitzky said. 


According to Dr. Kubowitzky 
the governments of the West 
European countries are mostly 
favorably inclined to admit Jew- 
ish DPs. There is a great short- 
age of manpower in most of these 
countries and the governments 
are willing to grant temporary 
and even permanent permits to a 
considerable number of Jews.

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British Won't Budge;Present Agency 
With Unacceptable , Point Plan

LONDON—A meeting between 


representatives of the British 
Government and leaders of the 
Jewish Agency, which was sched- 
uled to take place here early this 
week as part of the continuing 
informal talks on Jewish partici- 
pation in the conference on Pal- 
estine, was postponed. No date 
was set for resumption of the dis- 
cussions, 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
learns that the British sugges- 
tion that a special committee of 
Jewish and British representa- 
tives be appointed to prepare 
suggestions for easing the ten- 
sion in Palestine has been re- 
ceived coolly. The leaders of the 
Jewish Agency are unlikely to 
agree at present to the appoint- 
ment of such a committee. 


The Agency representatives 
have asked the British for an in- 
creased monthly immigration 
quota for Palestine during the 
interim period until the confer- 
ence on Palestine resumes in De- 
cember, it was learned here. 


On their part, the British are 
reported to have requested the 
Agency to denounce all terror- 
ism in Palestine in principle and 
to resume active cooperation 
with the Palestine authorities. Ac- 
cording to Reuters, the Agency 
representatives have made. it 
clear that the Agency neither 
could nor would act as “inform- 
ers” for Gen. Sir Evelyn Barker, 
British Commander in Palestine, 
and that they required certain 
powers to deal with terrorism 
themselves. 





Heckling Disrupts 
Mosley Meeting

LONDON — Active heckling 


by anti-fascists disrupted a 
meeting here addressed by 
Raven Thompson, one of fas- 
cist leader Sir Oswald Mosley’s 
lieutenants.

JERUSALEM—A nine-point British proposal for Jewish Agency 


participation in the London conference on Palestine was reported 
this week to have been forwarded to the Jewish Agency through 
the Palestine government. It suggested the following: 

1. The detained leaders of the Jewish Agency will be released, 
provided they undertake not to engage in the type of activities for 
which they were arrested. 

2. Those leaders are not, however, to participate in the Lon- 
don conference as representatives of the Jewish Agency. 

3. The Jewish Agency should guarantee that the underground 
Jewish groups will not disturb the peace. 

4. The Jewish Agency should take steps to end “illegal” im- 
migration. 

5. The immigration quota is to continue on the basis of 1,500 
visas monthly, with the Jewish immigrants who are detained in 
Cyprus to be brought to Palestine to await release under the quota. 

6. Military and police searches will cease and no arrests will 
be made if the Jewish Agency accepts the above conditions. 

7. The period of quiet which it is hoped will follow the above 
steps should be used for preliminary negotiations prior to the 
resumption of the London conference. 

8. Only the Morrison-Grady plan—the “federalization plan” 
shall be a basis for negotiations and no other proposal. Jewish 
immigration is to continue into the Jewish part of Palestine under 
the above plan and in accordance with its absorptive capacity. 
Later an opportunity will be given to discuss the political status 
of the Jewish part of the country. 

9. Jews who are at present in Palestine, as well as those 
who will enter the autonomous Jewish section of the country, will 
be entitled—in due time—to independence in the form of a Jewish 
state.

AMES JOSEPH SYLVESTER, the first Jew to at- 

tend an English university, attained high honors 
at Cambridge in 1837, but was not allowed to grad- 
uate till thirty-five years later because of his legal 
disabilities as a Jew. 

While at Cambridge, Sylvester stood out as an 
able mathematician and was made second Wrang- 
ler, the second highest honor in mathematics. His 
degree was not conferred, till 1872, years after the 
Jews Disabilities Bill had granted political eman- 
cipation to the Jews of England.

BOSTON, Mass.—Dr. Daniel L. Marsh, president of Boston 
University, sharply criticized the “present tendency to eliminate 
all inquiry concerning one’s religious faith or affiliations, as is 
aimed in the so-called Fair Employment Practices Act” when he 
addressed a dinner meeting of the university’s officials. 

He hit “the trend to bow religion out of everything except 
the church and synagogue” and declared “as I view it, colleges 
and employing concerns have wanted to know an applicant’s atti- 


tude toward religion because a person who is religious—not form- 


ally or fanatically so, but intelligently and ethically—is a better 
risk than one who is irreligious.” 


Gave Approval Unwillingly 

Boston University, he said, has fallen in line with the mod- 
ern tendency and has dropped references to religion from student 
planks, but the B. U. president said he has given his approval to 
the move “with no feeling of enthusiasm.” 

“This agitation for the elimination of any reference to re- 
ligion in the application of a student to college,” he declared, “or 
a recommendation for a job has been promoted by some persons 
who are professional reformers; by some who are more ambitious 
to receive tolerant treatment than to give it; by some who think 
it is good politics; by some whose lack of religion is rebuked by 
the presence of the question, and by some sincere and well-meaning 
persons who think that they themselves, or others, have been dis- 
criminated against because of their religion.”

The meeting also marked the announcement by Dr. Marsh 
of the establishment of the Samuel J. Abrams Award through a 
gift of $3,000 by Joseph Ford in honor of the rabbi emeritus of 
Temple Ohabei Shalom.

Who Ordered This? 
Sneh Can't Get Visa

WASHINGTON—Dr. Moshe 


Sneh, a member of the Jewish 
Agency executive who the Brit- 
ish charge is one of the leaders 
of the Haganah, has been refused 
a visa to the United States by 
the American consulate in Paris, 
it was learned here. He was in- 
vited by the Zionist Organization 
of America to address the ZOA 
convention which opens at the 
end of this month in Atlantic 
City. 

Replying to an inquiry by the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, EI- 
liot B. Coulter, assistant chief of 
the Visa Division, said that Sneh 
was refused a visa on the basis 
of his activities in Palestine. 
However, Coulter and _ other 
sources in the State Department 
stressed that the entire matter 
was still under consideration and 
that a decision could be expected 
soon. 

Failure of the State Depart- 
ment to order the Paris consulate 
to issue a visitor’s visa to Dr. 
Sneh has aroused considerable in- 
dignation in American Zionist 
circles. 

A high official of the ZOA said 
that “while we understand the 
difficulties faced by the U\S. -Gov- 
ernment in securing 100,000 visas 
for Jews to enter Palestine, we 
cannot understand its inability to 
secure one U.S. visa from its 
own State Department.” 


Ben Gurion Heckled 
In Paris Speech

PARIS—A meeting of the Jew- 
ish Socialist Party here, ad- 
dressed by David Ben Gurion, 
was interrupted several times by 
hecklers who denounced _ the 
chairman of the Jewish Agency 
executive for not pursuing an 
aggressive enough policy.

Philip M. Klutznick, who has 
been active in Jewish youth-serv- 
ing organizations, was named 
chairman of the Jewish Center 
Division Committee.

A Political Strip-Tease 
ISTORY renders its own final judgment on men and deeds, 
and the criteria are very simple: movements and policies 
and programs which succeed receive the accolade which is their 
due; those which fail are consigned to another fate, perhaps ob- 
livion, perhaps condemnation, but a sorry fate nevertheless. 
History will record its verdict on the administration of Zion- 
ist affairs with merciless and objective impartialty. The long and 
consistent record of glaring failures which have marked the trail 
of our dealings with the British Government for the past twenty- 
five years will tell the story not only of British treachery, but of 
Zionist stupidity as well. 

Whether it be due to naivete or negligence, both unpar- 
donable characteristics in diplomacy, failure and fumbling con- 
tinue to mark Zionist efforts for achievement of our goal. We 
have been told that we must have patience, that delicate nego- 
tiations are under way, that our friends will pull us through, that 
we must not criticize. Those of us who venture to express doubt 
at the wisdom of the tactics employed have been lashed as enemies 
of the Jewish Agency. 


ALAS, AGAIN WE MOURN at vindication of our direst fore- 
bodings. The nine-point answer which the British Government has 
handed to the Jewish Agency constitutes as decisive a political de- 
feat as can be sustained. Every single one of the “moderate” de- 
mands which had been made by the Zionist negotiators is utterly 
rejected, and additional restrictive provisions are added as well. 
Quickly snapping up every inch of compromise which in a rash 
moment the Executive of the Jewish Agency offered, Britain has 
moved in against us on other fronts as well, by its insistence, as a 
condition for future discussions, that the Agency hold itself com- 
plenty responsible for peace in Palestine, that the Agency halt 
all uncertified immigration to Palestine, that even though released 
from jail the arrested Agency officials may not attend the London 
Conference, for they are still considered guilty (without trial) of 
the “crimes” for which they had been arrested. And for all this, 
the Morrison-Grady plan remains the only basis for discussion at 
the Conference! 

Yet we must still have patience with leaders who don’t lead; 
we must not criticize Zionist diplomats who lack diplomacy; we 
must remain regimented and disciplined under a world Zionist 
administration which has remained in office for a quarter of a 
century! 


ONE MORE FATEFUL RESULT of the Agency’s decision to 
propose partition may be found in President Truman’s statement 
on Kol Nidre eve. Perhaps you didn’t read that statement care- 
fully. Dig it out and read it again. The President refers to the 
Morrison Plan, proposed by the British, and then discusses the 
Zionist plan for a Jewish State in an adequate area of Palestine. 
Does he support the latter? NOT AT ALL! “I cannot believe,’ 
he writes, “that the gap between the proposals which have been 
put forward is too great to be bridged by men of reason and 
good will. To such a solution our Government could give its 
support.” 

In short, the solution lies somewhere between the British 
plan, and our own ill-conceived partition plan. If that “gap” can 
be bridged, the United States will support the solution. Those 
who support partition, therefore, are no longer the “moderates,” 
but already the extremists, and upon their willingness to yield 
and compromise on the basis of their Paris plan, a solution may 
be found. What then, has happened to those courageous Zionists 
who stood by the Biltmore program? Have they been left far, 
far behind? 


I AM NOT FOOLED. Our appeasers will be tempted by the 
mirage of solution to yield up still other Zionist claims, and will 
find themselves as far from agreement as ever. What we have 
been experiencing is a sort of political strip-tease, in which world 
Zionist leadership has been shedding its program, piece by piece, 
untél finally we shall stand naked in the eyes of all the world, 
clothed only in our shabby dignity—and there will be Zionists 


then who will be prepared to throw that, too, into the wings.

a visiting sociologist who asked to be nameless. 
“The Jew in New England carves out his own 
future,” he said. “I have noticed that in Mid- 
dletown, Conn., for instance there is little anti- 
Semitism. The Jews who live there, about 150 
families, have been there for generations; they 
have their businesses and are well liked and 
respected by the Christian population. 

“On the other hand I have been to other 
New England communities where the Jews are 
the brunt of verbal attacks and all sorts of 
inconveniences. In these cases the anti-Semi- 
tism is a result of shady dealings on the part 


of the Jews in dealing with 


And consequently all Jews are branded for the 


of crime, not only the guilty ones. Of course, this 
is the sin of Christendom; holding the action 
of one Jew against all Jews. Instead of calling 
him a man, the Christian calls the offender a ‘ 
Jew.” 

This sociologist feels that New England, 
on the whole, is kindly toward its Jewish neigh. 
bors. The rural Jew bears out this belief. He 
is often invited to participate in the church 
activities as a friendly gesture; his neighbors 
express a curiosity about his faith, but like 
him as an individual. ; 

In Middletown, Conn., programs are carrieg 
out by children of both Jewish and Christian 
faiths and these are presented to the parents 
of all the children at joint meetings. The par. 
ents chat afterwards over simple refreshments 
and fine feelings are more firmly established,

SHOULD BE EVIDENT that an artist who is 
Jewish by the mere accident of birth is not 
likely to create Jewish Art. Our Jewishness is 
not in our blood; it is not transmitted to us as 
a hereditary characteristic; it must be acquired, 


for it is a culture, a faith and a philosophy as_ 


well as a way of living. Jewishness in the Jewish 
artist is his capacity to see things with Jewish 
eyes, to look at people and phenomena as a his- 
torical Jew does, and to communicate his emo- 
tion and experience with Jewish hands, 

Many non-Jews have painted Jewish life and 
faces. Rembrandt, living in the ghetto of Amster- 
dam, on terms of intimate friendship with Jews, 
painted them with sympathy and understanding. 
put his was the insight of a genius. Genius alone 
js the explanation for such penetrating analysis 
of the Jew, as we see also in Shakespeare’s Shy- 
jock and, perhaps, in Lessing’s “Nathan the Wise.” 

Many great artists, Jews by birth alone, though 
making notable contributions to art, failed to pro- 
duce anything that we might call Jewish. Think

rice Sterne, Leon Kroll and a host of others. The 
products of their genius, like those of any number 
of Jewish writers, composers, or poets, reflect no 
conscious Jewishness whatever. Any subconscious 
Jewishness in them we must leave to the psy- 
choanalysts to discover. 

On the other hand, study the Jewish pictures of 
Joseph Israels, Max Liebermann, Lesser Ury, 
Mark Chagall, or: Max Weber and you will see 
what may legitimately be called and cherished 
as Jewish Art. A long list of other names, not 
such giants but first-rate names, can be quoted 
to make our point clear. Such lovable painters of 
the ghetto were and are Isadore Kaufmann, 
Lazar Krestin, Herman Struck, Lilien, Pilichow- 
ski, Hirszenberg, Pasternak, Birnbaum, Pann, 
Budko—to mention only a few. Contemporaries, 
many living in America, who are consciously 
creating Jewish Art, are exemplified by A. Ray- 
mond Katz, Saul Raskin, Lionel Reiss, Arthur 
Szyk, Todros Geller, Boris Deutsch, Elias Gross- 
man.

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O*. day last winter I said to a lady who had recently turned Re- 
visionist: “I am not particularly enamored of this tribe in 
Israel”—-meaning the Revisionists. “I love all Jews,’ she answered 
quietly, “there are so few of them left.” 

That taught me a lesson in tolerance. So tolerant have I 
become that (a) I am willing to give Nahum Goldman the benefit 
of the doubt, and (b), I invited myself to a performance of “A 
Flag Is Born” by Ben Hecht. It is of the latter that I wish to say 
a few words. 

I WAS GIVEN two tickets in the third row, not because I 
promised to review the play but because I said I was anxious to 
report to my readers in Palestine about how the audience reacted 
to the play. They felt pretty safe about that . Unless I was a liar 
I was bound to tell the people in Palestine that the crowds kept 
on coming for weeks and that they were impressed with the show. 
What is more, “A Flag Is Born” is about the most effective piece 
of Zionist propaganda ever given on the stage. It may be even 
more effective than any Zionist mass meeting. Both in quality and 
in the fact that it reaches an English-speaking audience, it is im- 
measurably superior to Maurice Schwartz’s Theodore Herzl of 
last year. 

And yet, Brooks Atkinson, in the New York Times, after see- 
ing “A Flag Is Born,” wrote that “the Jewish cause deserves a 
better script,” and Howard Barnes, in the Herald Tribune said 
nearly the same thing. And Eli Almi in the New Palestine News- 
Reporter found many faults with it. But, on the other hand, 
Joseph Shipley, dramatic critic of the New Leader, waxed en- 
thusiastic about the play. 

MY ANSWER is that they are all right. Mostly the Jewish 
cause and the cause of Zionism deserve a better script. But there 
hasn’t been any better one so far. This applies not only to Ben 
Hecht’s play. It applies to a Hebrew song program at the Zionist 
Convention. It applies to The Commentary. It applies to some of 
the current Zionist books. The Jewish public in America is ripe 
for something good, it is hungry for Jewish content. It is not 
given the best it could possibly appreciate. It appreciates the 
best it is given. And Ben Hecht’s play, I repeat it, is the best 
Zionist propaganda there is. 

The play is written by a gifted writer who has a good grasp of 
the basic principles of Zionism and presents them effectively and 
with feeling which communicaies itself to the audience. But it is 
written by a man whose knowledge of the Jews, the Jewish prob- 
lem and Zionism does not go beyond the fundamentals. The result 
is that when the argument is expounded, the lines are magnificent. 
But when details are filled in, the story is thin and only the high 
emotional tension and the good acting carry the audience along. 
Of course, the audience does not know it. The audience just likes 
the play. 

I SAW THE PLAY on Thursday, Oct. 10, at the Adelphi Theatre. 
Paul Muni was no longer in it and Luther Adler was taking his 
place. When Quentin Reynolds, the narrator, came out on the 
stage (wheeled out in a chair on account of a sprained ankle) 
his lines, telling of the Jewish civilization of Eastern Europe now 
destroyed by the Nazis, were magnificent. But when Tevyeh and 
Zelda, the two old Jews, appeared on the stage, I felt at first that 
I was seeing a scene from a cheap Yiddish operetta. Later there 
was an improvement, but there was a lack of authentic, convincing 
detail to make the idea alive. Hecht does not know well enough 
what an orthodox Jew thinks and feels about the Bible. He does 
not know well enough what a Jew thinks and feels about his syna- 
gogue and many other things. Hecht has got the general idea, 
but a general idea is something you can tell well, but you cannot 
picture adequately. it is a good play. It could have been much 
better—if only Hecht had gone to a good Hebrew school in his 
younger days. 

THE GENERAL IDEA of the play is that the Jews of Eastern 
Europe lived in a quaint original civilization of their own, with 
its roots in ancient Palestine and that this whole civilization was 
destroyed while the nations of the world were indifferent and 
while the Jews of America did less than they should or could 
to help. 

As a result of this tragedy, all Jews realize that there is only 
one thing for the Jew to do—to go back home to Palestine and 
to fight for his country if need be. The older Jew emphasizes more 
the reasoning element; the young Jew the militant element. 

There is nothing in the play to indicate that the spirit of 
militancy among the Jews was not born yesterday and that with- 
out that spirit Jewish Palestine could not have been built and 
Ben Hecht would not be able to write his play. The impression 
is conveyed that the whole idea is new. But insofar as the audi- 
ence is concerned, it hardly matters: they don’t know the differ- 
ence. Their Zionism was born only yesterday. And many of them 
don’t even know it is Zionism. , 

* * * 

WHILE THE BRITISH authorities are negotiating with the 
Jewish Agency, British propaganda continues to fight Zionism in 
the most vicious manner. Those who are old enough may recall 
how the British propaganda mills were busy working against those 
terrible Irish Nationalists when suddenly Lloyd George invited 
De Valera for a conference. The British line that the Irish Sinn 
Feiners did not represent the Irish people was thus exploded. 

Those who know anything about British methods in dealing 
with people who try to throw off the British yoke, also know that 
the British usually try to win over some prominent members of 
the oppressed nationality, give him privileges and positions and 
expect him to help maintain British rule. It does not always work, 
but they always try. The King did not. knight the Indian poet 
Rabindranath Tagore so that he should join Gandhi, but Sir Ran- 
bindranath did. 

THE BRITISH HAVE been trying to bribe some Jew that way. 
Until Oct. 7, 1946, we could justly boast of the fact that no Jew 
fell for that bait. The American Council for Judaism could not be 
- glassed as British agents. But finally the British ultra-Tories 
found their Jew. They found him in Montreal, Canada. His name

F.A.C.P. On Monday, Oct. 7, Dr. Rabinowitch delivered an address 
before the Canadian Club, which is the vilest and most traitorous 
pronouncement ever made by any Jew in modern times. The worst 
that Lessing Rosenwald ever said cannot be compared with Rabino- 
witch’s speech. The next day the Montreal Daily Star ran the 
full text of the address and a long editorial entitled “The Zionist 
Movement Unmasked.” (Ed. Note: The Rabinowitch speech appears 
in full in this issue of The Post.) 

The fact of this editorial and some of the crucial passages 
fn the address by Dr. Rabinowitch point to the fact that the doctor 
spoke to please the representatives of the British government. His 
address consists of a jumble of arguments, based on half-baked 
knowledge, on distortions, on misrepresentations and omissions, 
but the basic inspiration of British propagandists is all too obvious. 

SOON AFTER the editorial appeared in the Star, the editor-in- 
chief was demoted to his former position of literary editor. Per- 
haps that means that the enthusiasts went too far in that the 
current British policy is changing. More likely it means that the 
over-enthusiastic Dr. Rabinowitch and the editor spoiled the show 
by making it too crude. But there is no mistaking the spirit in 
which Rabinowitch delivered his address. It is the putrid spirit 
of a fawning flunkey. 

Dr. Rabinowich comes from an ultra-orthodox family in Toronto 
and is still a member of the Shomrai Shabbos congregation. He is 
an old bachelor and has always been a bit queer. He could be 
kind to his family, but his Jewish colleagues. never liked him. 
He always liked to parade his so-called orthodoxy and he de- 
veloped the notion current among some English Jews that you 
could love Judaism and hate Jews, or at least tell them off. 

Having opened this column on a note of tolerance, I don’t want 
to say any more about Dr. Rabinowitch.

Text Of Rabinowitch Address Attacking Zionist Policy 


(Note—The following address was 
delivered before the Canadian Club 
of Montreal by Dr. 5. M. Rabin- 
ewiteh, O.B.E. on Oct. 7. The 
Montreal Star published the complete 
text of the address the same day.) 

AY I, firstly, say that I am 
M not unmindful of the privi- 
lege of appearing before you, and 
I thank you very much. 

I have come before you today 
with. these credentials only: I 
am a British subject, a citizen of 
Canada and, I believe, loyal to 
the Religion into which I was 
porn and in which I intend to 
live to the end of my days. 

I am a member of one of the 
oldest and most orthodox — I 
might say ultra-orthodox—syna- 
gogues in Canada, the Shromrai 
Shabot Congregation in Toronto, 
of which I am very proud. I am 
a Jew through and through. It is 
essential this should be under- 
stood. I wish also to say here 
that my observations are entirely 
my own, and I speak for no spe- 
cial group in Jewry. 

The task before me is not a 
very pleasant one. “Be wise 
enough to be silent,” says the 
Talmud. Silence is “golden” 
among all peoples. There are oc- 
casions, however, when silence 
eeases to be golden — when per- 
sistence in it converts it into 
base metal, at its best, a mani- 
festation of cowardice, at its 
worst, an unpardonable failure 
in duty to one’s own people and 
to citizenship in general. There- 
fore, what has prompted me to 
appear before you are the des- 


_ perate needs of the cruelly out- 


raged Jews of Europe and the 
utter confusion of thought and 
values which is not only pro- 
longing their sufferings, but has 
fired a train of events potentially 
disastrous to Jewry and to the 
peace of the world as a whole. 
To the non-Jewish world, the 
silence of all but Political Zion- 
ists about the situation in Pales- 
tine must be difficult to under- 
stand. On a number of occa- 
sions, I have been asked whether 
all Jews are Zionists, and, if 
they are not, are they in the ma- 
jority or a minority, and, in any 
event, why do they not speak. 
CONFUSION, INTIMIDATION, 
DISGUST ARE THE CAUSES 
‘OF SILENCE 

The silence may be ascribed 


~to three reasons—confusion, in- 


timidation and disgust. The con- 
fusion is not difficult to under- 
stand. Intimidation, I refused to 
believe for some time — perse- 
eution of Jews by Jews seemed 
to be beyond reason. I, now, 
know it to be a fact. 

In Palestine the intimidation is 
complete. Outside of Palestine 
the intimidation is not so com- 
plete, but it is by no: means 
negligible. 

According to Political Zionists 
one is either one of them or a 
traitor to his People and no one 
relishes that epithet. On Satur- 
day, Yom Kippur, the most 
Sacred day in Jewish life, I was 
denounced from a pulpit in this 
city for appearing before you to- 
day, without the faintest knowl- 
edge of the subject-matter of my 
address. 

Since then I have received five 
death threats. The cranks I 
completely ignore, but I shall 
again have the occasion to refer 
to this abuse and disgrace of the 
pulpit by a certain group of 
Zionist rabbis. 


OUTRAGES IN NAME OF 
ZIONISM SHOULD BE 
REVEALED 
The chief reason, however, 

that Jews in general have said 

little or nothing about the Pal- 
estinian situation to this day is 
that, to the vast majority, the

to come to an end, the time has 
arrived when someone must 


speak. When in typical Hitlerian’ 


fashion, British officers, who are 
merely performing their duties 
as soldiers, are held in chains; 
when the same officers are later 
crowded into a box and, so 
crated, dumped upon a highway; 
when a hotel is bombed, and 
many are killed; when this is 
followed by more bombing; 
when the thanks for commuta- 
tion of sentences to death is still 
more bombing; when a _ secret 
radio broadcasts “Listen to the 
Voice of Israel” and, thus, pre- 
sumes to speak for the Jews of 
the world as a whole; when a 
man who bears the proud title 
of Rabbi — teacher of God’s ethi- 
cal law—resorts to vileness and 
seurrility in ‘his criticism of the 
British Government; when an- 
other, who bears the same proud 
title, visualizes the Jews of the 
world as a camp armed against 
the British Empire; when a 
third violates every principle of 
decency by coming to Canada 
from the United States as a citi- 
zen of the United States, to tell 
Canadian Jews what to say to 
the British Government; when a 
Rabbi, in Canada, “bites the 
hand” that feeds him — when 
he, also a citizen of the United 
States, but resident in and en- 
joying all of the privileges of 
Canada, also has the effrontery 
to tell the British Government 
what she MUST do, some word 
is due from some other Jew, and 
it has fallen to my lot to be that 
person, and I may say here that 
if, at any time, I do not support 
my statements as it may be 
thought I should, it will not be 
because of paucity of facts, but 
limitation of time. This is no 
occasion — if there is ever any 
occasion — for evasion, rhetoric 
or equivocation. 

There is no Jew, worthy of 
the name, who has not gone 
through, and is not going 
through, an indescribaly trying 
experience, because of the suf- 
ferings of his People. 

No person, worthy of the name 
Christian, can fail to realize that 
the plight of this terribly stricken 
small minority of Europe is a 
disgrace to himself and to civil- 
ization in general — a civilization 
which even points with pride to 
its societies for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals. What makes 
the pain and the shame still 
greater is the smallness of the 
number of. the persons who are 
in need of rescue—equivalent to 
about one-third of the population 
of Montreal. 


CLAIMS JEWS CONFUSED 
REGARDING BRITISH 
INTEGRITY 
But the confusion is on both 

sides. Many Jews find it difficult 

to reconcile the characteristic 
integrity of the English in every 
other respect with the failure of 
the British Government to ful- 
fill its promise in the Balfour 

Declaration. 

Blinded by the sufferings of 
their people and by the powerful 
propaganda of a Jewish Press 
completely controlled by Political 
Zionists, what they do not seem 
to appreciate are the conflicting 
interests in the region in and 
about Palestine; the enormous 
strategical importance of that re- 
gion to the very existence of the 
British Empire; the awakening 
of a_ national consciousness 
amongst groups in that area, .in 
whom it had been dormant for 
centuries; the not too friendly 
and, in certain instances, defi- 
nitely hostile, attitude of these 
groups towards the British Em- 
pire, and their vast numbers. 

On the other hand, for the 
world at large, it seems very dif- 
ficult to reconcile the pleas to 
open its doors to the small hand- 
ful of ravished human beings 


with the recent failure to accept 
the generous offer by the Aus- 
tralian Government. 

What they do not seem to ap- 
preciate is that those whom they 
believed to be speaking for 
Jewry as a whole, in fact, repre- 
sented a small minority. It was 
not Jewry who committed this 
ungrateful act, but Australian Po- 
litical Zionist leaders, guided by 
the Jewish Agency, a body now, 
practically completely dominated 
by Political Zionists and, thus, no 
more of that representative char- 
acter which its reorganization in 
1929 was meant to give to it. 


BELIEVES AGENCY SHOULD 
REPRESENT ALL JEWS, 
EVEN NON-ZIONISTS 
One of the most urgent needs 

is complete reorganization of 

this body, so that it. will repre- 
sent the Jews, non-Zionist as 
well as Zionist, and it is within 
the province of His Majesty’s 

Government .to demand it. The 

Jewish Agency exists only by 

virtue of Article 4 of the Man- 

date for Palestine, and “sub- 
ject always to the control of 
the Administration.” 

Its purpose, as the Mandate 
states explicitly, is to advise and 
co-operate with the Administra- 
tion in Palestine on matters per- 
taining to Jewry, and it may thus 
function only so long as its 
organization and constitution are, 
in the opinion of His Majesty’s 
Government, fit to so function. 

Since, it is now almost com- 
pletely dominated by Political 
Zionists and thus, is no more 
representative of Jewry as a 
whole, and since it has also 
ceased to co-operate it is no more 
fit to so function. 

Therefore, the sooner it is 
either thoroughly reorganized or 
completely ignored by the Brit- 
ish Government in its delibera- 
tions, the sooner will the difficult 
problem of Palestine be solved, 
and thus the sooner will the 
sufferings of the Displaced Jews 
of Europe end. 

The first necessary step to the 
solution of any problem is to be 
clear about the problem itself. 
The first essential therefore, is 
to clearly differentiate between 
the needs of the homeless Jews 
of Europe and the appeals for a 
Jewish State. One is a humani- 
tarian problem; the other is.a 
purely political one. About the 
humanitarian needs, all Jews are 
in complete agreement; to the 
political demands there is very 
definite opposition. In order to 
appreciate this, it is necessary to 
be clear about the relationship 
between Zionism and Judaism. 


CLASSIFTES ALL JEWS AS 
ZIONISTS, POLITICAL OR 
RELIGIOUS 
All Jews are Zionists; I am a 

Zionist; but there are two types 

of Zionism—Religious and Politi- 

cal. The Religious Zionists are 
absolutely opposed to a Jewish 

State, in the presently understood 

sense, and the basis of their op- 

position is their Religion. 

Deeply ingrained in the con- 
sciousness of the Jew is the Mes- 
sianic conception of Palestine. As 
it dominated the minds of the 
Prophets and is met with in the 
Psalms, so does it dominate the 
mind of the observant Jew today. 

Many changes, however, have 
occurred in Israel’s life, through 
the centuries, which, as the Tal- 
mud, post-Talmudic, and later 
Rabbinical writings clearly show, 
have very fundamentally altered 
the status of Palestine in the re- 
ligion of the Jew. 

Only by violating every prin- 
ciple of intellectual honesty—by 
distortion and by incomplete quo- 
tation of Sacred Hebrew Litera- 
ture—is it possible to alter the 
teachings about Palestine, which, 
for 2,000 years, have governed 
the life of the observant Jew. 


Religion of the Jew is that it is 
not to be construed, in any way, 
as a simple historical or human 
event, but a part of the Divine 
scheme of governance, subject 
to strict adherence of the Jew to 
his Torah. 

Throughout the centuries, since 
the destruction of the Temple of 
Jerusalem, rabbis have _ repeat- 
edly and repeatedly drawn atten- 
tion to the fact that the Jews are 
a religious community only; that 
Zionism is a symbol only of Is- 
rael’s future and of that of man- 
kind’s in general; that if ever 
there was a reawakening in all 
its adherents of an endeavor to 
again become a political nation, 
it would be committing suicide; 
that the Jew must never forget 
the oath taken at the time of the 
Exile, that he will not only never 
attempt to re-enter Palestine by 
force, but that it will never even 
resemble force. I have just 
quoted, verbatim, from the Tal- 
mud (Ket. 110b: 111a). 

SAYS POLITICAL ZIONISTS 

ARE NOT TRUE JEWS, 

ARE NON-RELIGIOUS 

Political Zionism, on the other 
hand as may be seen from its 
early history to this day, is non- 
Religious in character. As Politi- 
cal Zionists have repeatedly af- 
firmed, a person, born a Jew, 
may be an atheist and still be a 
loyal Zionist. 

Moses Hess, author of the his- 
toric and economic basis of Po- 
litical Zionism was an anarchist, 
who both in writing and on the 
platform, propagated the theories 
of the Proudhon_ school of 
anarchy. 

Theodor Herzl was a renegade 
Jew, who rather suddenly be- 
came conscious of his Jewishness 
when, during his assignment to 
witness and report upon the in- 
famous Dreyfus trial, he dis- 
covered that, in spite of his so- 
called “enlightenment,” he was 
no more immune than the most 
observant Jew to the Anti- 
Semitism of his day, and, in Tel 
Aviv, Palestine, the only almost 
completely Jewish city in the 
world, one may see violated flag- 
rantly and daily, by Political 
Zionists, most fundamental Jew- 
ish Laws, in complete disregard 
of the feelings of their Orthodox 
Jewish neighbors. There are ob- 
servant Jews amongst the Politi- 
cal Zionist—the Mizahl— but 
they are a small group. 

The aim of Political Zionism is 
a Jewish State. Religious Zion- 
ism is, thus, motivated by piety, 
whereas, Political Zionism is pro- 
pelled by a material nationalism, 
though of different degrees. 
MODERATES, EXTREMISTS, 

TERRORISTS COMPRISE 

POLITICAL GROUPS 

Political Zionis®§ may be di- 
vided into three groups, namely, 
(a) moderates, (b) extremists, 
and, among the extremists, (c) a 
small group, the terrorists. 

The moderates are those, who 
through their ultimate aim is a 
Jewish State, have, as their domi- 
nant objective at present, the 
rescue and the rehabilitation of 
the Displaced Jews of Europe. 
For this, they are to be highly 
recommended. 

The extremists :-— and they 
differ from the moderates in that 
their only objective is a Jewish 
State. To that end they have sub- 
ordinated everything. They have 
distorted facts and suppressed 
truth and, as they have in the 
past, they are now using the 
suffering remnant of their People 
as a tool for their own political 
ends. 

When about eighty years ago, 
tormented Jews were striving 
for emancipation and equality of 
citizenship, it was Moses Hess 
who laid down the guiding prin- 

Inherent and inseparable from 
the Zionism which is part of the 
ciple of the movement that, if 


the advantages of citizenship 
conflicted with the aims of po- 
litical nationalism, it was the 
citizenship which had to be sac- 
rificed. 

When, later, to escape the hor- 
rors of barbarism—the pillage 
and massacre in Russia—the Is- 
raelite Alliance, organized in 
France and headed by the Chief 
Rabbi of Belgium, came to the 
rescue and assisted these stricken 
Jews to emigrate to the United 
States, it was Smolenskin, the 
militant Zionist leader of that 
day, and not anti-Semites who 
published violent attacks on this 
Society and endeavored to thwart 
its plans as much as possible. 

When, later, the horrors of 
pogrom reached their heights, 
in Romania and again in Russia; 
when the world recoiled from 
these barbarities, and the British 
Government offered, as a haven, 
a considerable area in Uganda, 
the leader of Political Zionism 
of that day, Theodor Herzl, re- 
plied “East Africa is not Zion,” 
and so was the story with the 
offers of Argentina, Dutch West 
Indies, French Giuana, and else- 
where. 


SAYS ZIONISTS TRADING 

ON JEWISH SUFFERING 

IN REFUSING OFFERS 

When shortly after the Rus- 
sian Revolution, the extremists 
amongst Political Zionists, then, 
as now, attempted to exploit 
the suffering of the millions of 
persecuted Jews of that coun- 
try in their attempt to acquire 
a Jewish State, there was one 
honest man amongst them— 
their leader, Dr. Chaim Weitz- 
mann, and this is what he said: 

“We have never built the Zion- 
ist movement on the sufferings 
of our people in Russia or else- 
where. These sufferings were 
never the cause of Zionism. The 
fundamental cause of Zionism 
was, and is .. . a national cen- 
ter” and so it has been to this 
day. No greater betrayal of the 
tortured Jews of Europe is it 
possible to imagine than the re- 
fusal of the Political Zionists of 
Australia to accept the generous 
offer of the Australian Govern- 
ment to open its doors. No 
greater cruelty is it possible to 
imagine than the arrested Hell 
ships in Haifa harbor. 

Knowing perfectly well that 
these pitiable people could not 
land in Palestine, they were nev- 
ertheless packed into indescriable 
filthy, floating boxes, as propa- 
ganda pawns of Zionists Power 
Politics, and only recently (Sept. 
10th, 1946) the Vaad Leumi an 
nounced that it would allot $400,- 
000.00 to still further promote 
such mass illegal migration. 


BELIEVES “TERRORIST” 
ATTACKS FOMENT 
ANTI-SEMITISM 
Of the third group of Political 

Zionists — the terrorists — per- 

haps the less said the better; 

but something must be said, be- 
cause of the far-reaching ef- 
fects of their activities, and the 

fact that these are more than a 

product of excess zeal of young 

and unthinking men and women. 

Zionists and non-Zionists alike 
may condemn them; but they 
must do more than condemn; 
they must, with all within their 
power, try to prevent recurrence, 
and this is not possible without 
pointing to, and condemning, the 
fomenters as well as the chief 
actors, for not only has this ter- 
rorism prolonged the sufferings 
of their people in Europe, but 
has fired a new train of events, 
potentially disastrous to Jewry 
as a whole. I am feferring to 
the very noticeable increase of 
anti-Semitism throughout the 
world and, still more disturbing, 
its appearance, even in Canada, 
in quarters which hitherto have 
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not only been immune to it, but 
definitely friendly. 


Throughout Jewish history, the 
admonition against what is 
known, in Hebrew, as “Hillul- 
ha-Shem” (Desecration of the 
Name) has been, for the com- 
monest Jew, a most powerful 
motive to deter him from mis- 
conduct that might bring into 
contempt the honor of his 
people, his Religion and his God, 
yet, here we have, not merely 
young and unthinking men and 
women, but people, whom, un- 
fortunately, the non-Jewish 
world regard as leaders of Is- 
rael and representative of Jew- 
ish citizens of their respective 
countries, doing exactly that 
which, according to Jewish Law, 
is “a graver sin than any other.” 


In Jewish Law, the duty of 
citizenship is clear and uncom- 
promising. “Pray for the wel- 
fare of the Government... The 
King takes precedence over the 
Priest ... If one acts arrogantly 
towards his King, it is as if he 
dishonors the Divine Presence 
... The officers of the King are 
the same as the King himself.” 
These are excerpts from the 
Talmud, and all is epitomized 
in that one great edict, which is 
the basis of all Jewish Juris- 
prudence on citizenship — “The 
Law of the Land Is the Law.” 
DENOUNCES BEN GURION 

FOR THREATENING 

RESISTANCE 


What induces any one to ter- 
rorism is beyond man’s ken. It 
is found amongst all peoples; 
but what is to be condemned in 
no uncertain terms is the be 
havior which is capable of pre- 
cipitating this phenomenon. 

In no uncertain terms, there- 
fore, must be condemned David 
Ben-Gurion, Chairman of the 
Jewish Agency, in Palestine, who 
declared openly, at a press con- 
ference, that further enforcement 
of the immigration laws in Pal- 
estine would be--resisted with 
brutal force if necessary. 

Equally to be condemned is Mr. 
Bakstansky, another official of 
the Political Zionist Organiza- 
tion who, also, openly, delivered 
this eulogy, in his reference to 
the terrorists: “We are dealing 
not with terrorists but with a 
great resistance movement. Let 
us take off our hats to them... 
We Zionists feel proud... We 
salute them.” On Aug. 14, 1946, 
the Irgun Zvai Leumi (one of the 
terrorist organizations) broad- 
cast: “We must exert our 
strength against two enemies... 
the British and time”; but to 
what extent tre these young men 
and women actually to blame 
when, only a short time before, 
Solomon Freehof, Rabbi and re- 
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cently President of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis, 
wrote this: 


“The Jews of the world have 
been an annoyance to the British 
Foreign Office. They do not yield 
to the interest of the British Em- 
pire ... They will fight without 
surrender ... They are unde- 
feated, and undefeatable.” I 
shall, here, say nothing of the 
pronouncement of Rabbi Stephen 
Wise whose duty it is, as a Rab- 
bi, to teach Jewish ethical Law, 
except this: 


NON-JEWS HAVE NO 
CONCEPTION OF HUMBLE 
JEWISH LIFE 


One of the saddest facts to 
this whole tragic situation is the 
meagre knowledge which the 
non-Jewish world has of the in- 
timate life of the observant Jew. 
The rabbi of the Talmud is “he 
who is meek and humble; walks 
about in a low demeanor; studies 
the Torah constantly and takes 
no credit to himself.” (Sanh. 88b). 


He is the rabbi I know, he is 
my guide to moral conduct, and 
he represents the vast majority 
—head covered with the prayer 
shawl, bowed in that humility, of 
which only the truly great are 
capable, ang in silence, with Bi- 
ble or Talmud before him, search- 
ing every sentence, every word, 
every letter of every word, to 
extract therefrom that which will 
give meaning to the life of those 
under his care. 


Contrast him with the rabbi so 
conspicuous at present and whom 
the non-Jewish world must unfor- 
tunately believe to be the leader 
in Israel—pulpiteer, with an in- 
satiable thirst for prominence 
and adulation, head haughtily 
erect, mouth agape, bellowing 
into a microphone. 


Perhaps the grief, horror and 
shame would not be as great as 
it is, since these men are not Brit- 
ish subjects. 

I suppose if the Christians of 
the United States have their 
Hearsts and Thompsons, ‘allow- 
ance should be made for the Ste- 
phen Wises and Solomon Free- 
hofs among the Jews of that 
country, but what respect for 
British forces in Palestine and of 
law and order is to be expected 
in Palestine, when a Canadian 
Jewish paper featured an article, 
in English, in which the British 
government officials were de- 
scribed as a later issue, saw it fit 
to present to its readers, of its 
own making, and also in English, 
most malicious and insulting in- 
nuendo. I am referring to the 
item in the Canadian Jewish 
Chronicle, of August 16, in its 
reference to the British govern- 
ment in the affairs of India and 
Ireland. It is difficult to imagine 
greater harm to the status of 
the Jew in Canada _ than that 
done by this act. 

What logic, other than that of 
a completely irresponsible mind, 
could possibly conceive and then 
permit this ‘wicked anti-British 
item, in Canada, is completely be- 
yond my comprehension. 

It is with a humiliation beyond 
my ability to express that I re- 
fer to these incidents. I would 
have much preferred to have 
suffered them in silence, and 
would have been equally guilty 
of the gravest of all sins of Jew- 
ish law—“Desecration of the 
Name”—were it not for the fact 
that all, without exception, are 
not only in print, but in English 
print and have been brought to 
my attention by my non- ‘Jewish 
friends. 


SAYS POLITICAL ZIONISTS 
MINORITY, THOUGH 
NON-JEWS DON’T KNOW 
But if we include all of the fol- 

lowers of this nationalistic move- 


ment, what the non-Jewish world 

does not know is the small ex- 

tent to which the Political Zion- 
ists represent Jewry. 

In the last (1946) edition of 
the American Jewish Year Botok, 
it may be seen that the Zionist 
Organization of America had a 
total membership of 111,421. The 
Hadassah group—the women’s 
organization—had a membership 
of 125,000. Youth movements and 
various other bodies accounted 
for another 54,000, making a 
total of about 300,000 only, 
among an estimated Jewish pop- 
ulation of about five million, that 
is, about six per cent only of a 
total Jewish population which ac- 
counts for about 50 per cent of 
all the remaining Jews in the 
world. 

Even allowing for the generous 
figure given in the Anglo-Pales- 
tine Yearbook (1946), the maxi- 
mum would still be less than 14 
per cent of all the Jews in the 
world. And not even all of these 
are, by any means, ardent Politi- 
cal Zionists, and, as in their 
case, if there has been an in- 
crease within recent months, and 
there certainly has been, it has 
not been in wholehearted sup- 
port of Political Zionism, but a 
hurried product of a discouraged 
and confused people—a stampede 
into this movement by an appar- 
ent hopelessness about the plight 
of their co-Religionists — “any 
port in a storm”. 

SAYS TALK OF “JEWISH 
VOTE” IN U. 8. IS 
EXAGGERATED 
The smaller extent to which 

Political Zionism is representa- 

tive of Jewry cannot be over- 

emphasized. Only recently, in a 

Montreal daily paper, reference 

was made, in editorial comment, 

to the failure of the United 

States Government to co-operate 

with the British Government in 

solving the Palestinian problem. 

The failure was attributed to 
the powerful Jewish vote in the 
United States, this being election 
year. The assumption here ap- 
pears to have been that the vast 
majority of Jews are Zionists and 
they may, thus, exert a powerful 
influence in the elections. 

What must, therefore, be 
stressed here—and it cannot be 
stressed too greatly—is that the 
Zionist vote is relatively small. 
In fact, anyone who claims the 
ability to deliver the Jewish vote 
is a charlatan, for the Jewish 
vote is as mythical as the con- 
cept of purity of race. 

As there are white-skinned 
Jews in Canada, black-skinned 
Jews in Abyssinia, and yellow- 
skinned Jews in China, so differ- 
ent are the differences of politi- 
cal views, among Jews. The Jew- 
ish vote is as great a myth as 
that stand-by of anti-Semites, the 
“Elders of Zion”. 

Having dealt with these shame- 
ful aspects of the situation, and 
I wish I could dispose of # for 
all time, we have, still, to solve 
the problem of a haven for the 
Displaced Jews of Europe, and as 
I see it, the solution is not an in- 
surmountable one, and is consis- 
tent with peace of the world as a 
whole. 


OPPOSES JEWISH STATE, 
ON POLITICAL AS WELL 
AS RELIGIOUS GROUNDS 
A Jewish State, I dismiss at 

once, both on Religious and on 

political grounds. I have dealt 

with the religious aspects, 
Israel’s right to existence does 

not lie in a Charter of King Saul, 

David or Solomon, but in the 

Charter delivered at the foot of 

Mount Sinai. His banner is 

Sinaism and not Zionism—not a 

Jewish State, but the message in 

Deut. vi. 4, and Zech. xiv. 9. 
The vast majority of Jews thus 

regard themselves as a religious 

community only, the members of 


which are united by their religion, 
a common tradition and history 
only and thus, have a contribu- 
tion to make to citizenship. 

They look upon the Holy Land 
as a religious and cultural center; 
they are conscious of the special 
place of Palestine in these re- 
spects and, thus, will support, 
and do, in fact, support, all de- 
velopments in its cultural and 
religious life; but they completely 
separate themselves from those 
who proclaim themselves as 
Jews by nationality or race. 

They hold that the Jews are 
citizens of the various countries 
in which they live, forming an 
integral part, and, nationally, 
owing allegiance to those coun- 
tries and to those countries only. 
SAYS “HATIKVAH” NOT “JEW- 

ISH” BUT POLITICAL ZION- 

IST-ANTHEM 

May I digress, here, for a mo- 
ment and address my remarks to 
the representatives of the Press. 
I know you have erred uninten- 
tionally, but it would be more 
considerate, and also more in 
keeping with correct reporting, 
refer to the “Hatikvah,” sung 
recently in a Court of Law, in 
Palestine, by the eighteen men 
condemned for their terrorism, 
which is sung at Political Zionist 
mass meetings, as the “Jewish 
Anthem.” It is the Anthem of Po- 
litical Zionism and of Political 
Zionism only. The National An- 
them of the Jew is the National 
Anthem of the country in which 
he was born and in which he 
lives. His Religious Anthem is, 
also, not the “Hatikva,” but Deut. 
vi. 4—“Hear, O Israel, the Lord 
thy God, the Lord is One.” 

Politically, there can be no 
Jewish State, and the sooner 
this is realized by all concerned, 
the sooner will the problem be 
solved and, thus, sooner will 
come to an end the terrible wan- 
derings of the European Jew. 

Field-Marshal Sir Philip Chet- 
wode, described Palestine as “the 
jugular vein of the British Em- 
pire,” and who can doubt it. The 
Suez Canal is the shipping ar- 
tery; Lydda is the terminal of 
the air route to India; the oil 
pipeline, which feeds the British 
Navy east of Alexandria, term- 
inates at Haifa; through Haifa 
runs the railway linking El Kan- 
tara, in Egypt, with Beirut, in 
Syria; and, should a_ hostile 
power ever occupy the Darda- 
nelles, Palestine will be the most 
important flanking position in 
the Eastern Mediterranean—Brit- 
ain, and Britain alone, must hold 
Palestine. 

Aside from any other consider- 
eration, as a British subject, I 
hold this equally important as 
a Jew, for, of this I am abso- 
lutely convinced should the time 
ever arrive when the Jew should 
be left with one haven of refuge 
only, notwithstanding all democ- 
racies, that haven will be under 
the British Flag and under the 
British Flag only. 

I have come to know the Eng- 
lish well, having lived with them 


intimately under a most trying, 


time in their history. A test of 
character is not behaviour at a 
formal luncheon, but under the 
trying conditions of war, and, 
under these conditions, I have 
learned much about them. They 
may have their shortcomings— 
and who is free of them?—but 
deeply ingrained in them is DE- 
CENCY.

Of the 10,750,000 Jews who re 
main in the world, after the 
slaughter by Hitler of close to 
6,000,000, well over 6,250,000 in 
habit the English speaking coun 
tries—approximately, 5,000,000 
are in the United States, 400,000 
are in Great Britain; most of 
the remainder are in Canada and 
elsewhere under the British flag, 
and certainly none of these Te 
gards himself as homeless. 

Among the remainder of the 
10,750,000, the grand total of Dis. 
placed Jews is not millions, Mr, 
Chairman and Gentlemen, but 
about 391,000 only, all of whom 
if scattered among the total pop. 
ulation of the United States 
would be no more noticeable than 
one person mixed with five hun 
dred.

the United States. ;

Rather than 4 
sanctuary, it could readily be 
come a death trap. I referred to 
the national awakening, there 
the vast support of the Mohar 
medan world elsewhere. 

This cannot be dismissed light 
ly, nor considering their exper 
ence in international skill and 
intrigue, can one with equank 
mity, disregard the recent appeal 
of an anti-British Arab group bs.

met old Jack Power in the Wheel Cafe of 

our town. It was the afternoon of erev 
Rosh Hashonah and after we had discussed 
Jack’s new teeth—the dentist had done a nice 
job—and how well he looked with them, and 
after we had taken other matters as well, Jack 
brought up Rosh Hashonah. 

For years it had been Jack Power’s custom 
to go to synagogue on the eve of Rosh Hash- 
onah and join with some Jewish friend in 
solemnly greeting the New Year of the Jews. 
Jack could speak of Rosh Hashonah with the 
familiarity of one brought up on it. 

As we parted, Jack waved his hand and said, 
“So long, I’ll see you in schul tonight.” 

But I wasn’t to see Jack in schul. The fates 
like to play ironic tricks. 
I saw Jack Power in St. 
Xavier Church. Jack was 
up in front at the altar 
in a casket. The priest 
was sprinkling holy wa- 
ter and an altar boy was 
swinging a censor from 
which thin whisps of in- 
cense curled around 
Jack. 

It was the day after Rosh Hashonah. Jack 
had died suddenly the evening of the day I 
spoke to him to praise him on the improve- 
ment of his looks. 

I was one of Jack’s mourners in St. Xavier’s, 
I looked around and observed other Jews there. 
Several Jews were among Jack’s pallbearers. 
I hadn’t sent him any flowers because I knew 
he didn’t care much for floral decorations at 
funerals; Flowers begin to wither almost as 
soon as they are paid for. They are something 
you rush up to the dead man with, hoping it 
won’t be too late to do the right thing, at last, 
by Jack or Bill or Ike. 

But I guess Jack, if he could know, would 
enjoy having a few words said for him in a 
Jewish paper. He would wink quizzically and 
say, “Well, it looks like I hit the jackpot. The 
priest gave me a good send-off that day at the 
funeral and now a Jewish paper hands me one 
too.” 





Well, yes, Jack was all right. I think of him 
as the prototype of all the little people who 
might find their way to brotherhood unaided 
if it weren’t for the confusions with which 
their paths are beset by theological dialec- 
ticians. 


Jack was a faithful man in his church but 
he never could think of the brotherhood as a 
limited corporation of church or synagogue, 
The brothers were every decent man who 
deserved his respect. And what if they didn’t 
belong to the same church? 


Jack had no hifalutin words to express this 
idea, no eloquent phrases with which to wreath 
it. It was one of his instincts and of his way 
of life. 


If the phrase wasn’t so badly outworn, you 
might say that some of his best friends were 
Jews, though Jack himself never uttered it. 
They really were his best friends, but that 
fact was nothing for him to make anything

Not that Jack was any the less devoted to 
the obligations of his own church on account 
of being so friendly with the neighbors and 
sitting with them in their pews on their holy 
day. He was regular at the Mass and made 
confession. 

So, as I said, it turned out that I was with 
Jack Power in St. Xavier Church instead of 
in schul. With Jack being there, I couldn't 
think of myself as an alien in the church, any 
more than Jack ever thought of himself as a 
stranger in the synagogue. 

Jack used to say that man’s faith had one 
meaning and some people say it in Latin and 
some in Hebrew. 

I shouldn’t have started in the least if, as 
I sat in the pew, I felt a nudging at my elbow 
and discovered Jack’s ghost beside me and 
Jack laughing and saying, “Well, so we didn’t 
meet in the schul but in the church instead, 
and I ask you so what?” 

“Between you and me. Al, it’s common 
ground, whether in your schul or in my church. 
The priest is saying kaddish for me, you might 
say—the same praises to God that’s in kad- 
dish; only it’s Latin. Thanks for calling on me 
in Church, Al.” 

“Well, Jack, I had a date with you in the 
schul and since you couldn’t get around there 
I felt I should keep the appointment by look- 
ing you up in Church.”

In the village of Thismonde, near Paris, where Raymonde 
was born, they lived without fear until the fall of France in 1940. 

Raymonde’s father was caught by the Gestapo and taken to 
several camps. He was at Compeigne first, then Drancy. After that 
there is no trace of him. “We are forced to assume,” the report 
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says, “however reluctantly, that he was exterminated.”

Although 

we hope everyone enjoyed it, we workers 
had the most pleasure. 

In choosing the activity we wanted to work 

on for our Temple Sisterhood, we chose “Fes- 


' tival Celebrations” because they provide an 


Opportunity for our children and us to do 
Jewish things together. The Sukkah was 
our first project. 

Six mothers came down to work and two 
of us brought our children to help. Something 
always goes wrong, no matter how carefully 
plans are- made. This time, greenery for the 
roof and walls had not been delivered. None 
of the men we knew could go out to the Park 
Board for it, and without greenery, there 
could be no Sukkah. At last one of the moth- 
ers located a truck, but no driver. She had 
Never driven a truck, but she hopped in, 
taking another mother along for moral sup- 
port, and drove the truck to the park, had 
it loaded with branches, drove it back to 
the Temple, unloaded it, and returned the 
truck to its owner. 

First we wove willow branches into the 


Wall lattices, and then we began to tie fruit 


the roof beams and walls, The children 


they tired, and we found ourselves picking 
them off top rungs of ladders where they were 
balancing precariously as they tried to at- 
tach apples to the roof. 


The delayed materials had given us a late 
start, and it was beginning to get dark, while 
the Sukkah was still far from completion. 
Some high school girls on their way to a 
meeting were abducted and set to work. Some 
boys on their way to choir practice managed 
to tie several dozen carrots, before the di- 
rector found them and carried them off to 
their practice. Our husbands, calling for us, 
took off their coats, and climbed ladders with 
piles of grapes and bananas. Everyone 
nibbled. Finally the Sukkah was complete. 
For those who visited it during the holiday 
and for those who said Kiddush within its 
walls, we hope it provided the proper setting. 


But for us who made it, mothers, and our 
children, and our husbands, it provided, 
along with aching arms and backs, an ex- 
perience in trying to create beauty for our 
Temple that will make this Sukkah seem 
more: lovely to us than the most perfectly 


‘fashioned Sukkahs we may visit in later 


years. ‘The reason? Our children and .we 
worked together to make it.

What Foods These Morsels Be

AVE you ever had‘a phone call saying some dear friends you 

have not seen in years were in town, and if it was no trouble 
at all and not interferring with your plans, could they just drop 
in for a few minutes? It happens to everyone some time or other 
and the answer is always, “Why of course, dears. Just come right 
over and we'll have tea together.” Then a glance at the clock tells 
you it’s almost 4 o’clock, and a look-see in the pantry confirms your 
direst suspicions—nothing but a few slices of stale cake! 

Well, if that happens to you again, don’t get panicky. Just 
make some Tiny Puffs—they can be made in less than a half hour 
—and put the tea kettle on. Reach for a glass of preserves, or some 
cream cheese and sour cream, or maybe some chopped liver or her- 
ring salad in the refrigerator. Before your friends arrive cut a few 
slices of lemon or orange and arrange on a small dish. But let’s 
see about that recipe for the Tiny Puffs and fillings. 

Tiny Puffs Fillings 
Basic Recipe Preserves, any kind 
% cup vegetable shortening % lb. cream cheese and 
or butter % cup sour cream blended with 
1 cup boiling water chopped nuts and 
% teaspoon salt 3 tablespoons honey 
1 cup flour 
3 eggs 

Add shortening to boiling salted water and drop in the flour all 
at once, stirring vigorously and cooking until the mixture leaves the 
sides of saucepan. Use a double boiler for best results.. Remove from 
heat and cool for one minute. Add the unbeaten eggs one at a time, 
beating after each <.ddition. Dip a teaspoon in cold water and drop 
spoonfuls of the mixture two inches apart on a greased baking sheet, 
shaping with the spoon into rounds which point up at the center, 
Bake at 450° F. for 10 minutes, then turn down the heat for the 
next 20 minutes to about 400° F. The Tiny Puffs should be golden 
brown and puffed high. The centers are hollowed and permit filling 
with any mixtyre of your choice. Slit one side of each puff, inserting 
the filling with a teaspoon or knife. Yield: 16 Tiny Puffs. 
Variation: If you happen to have ice cream in the refrigerator tray, 

fill the puffs as soon as cold and slip them back into the ‘re 
frigerator until serving time. 

Variation 2: These Tiny Puffs are ideal with Chopped Liver filling. 
Be sure to add a bit of minced parsley and a beaten whole egg 
to the chopped liver before filling. Lends special attraction! 

Variation 3: Chopped Herring or Herring Salad, mixed with a little 
mayonnaise, makes an ideal filling. 

Variation 4: Tuna Fish or Salmon Salad will do if you haven't any- 
thing else handy. 


Reconversion Cake Dessert 
2 1-inch wedges of stale cake 1 tablespoon cream cheese 
or one l-inch slice of loaf 1 tablespoon sour cream 
cake Chopped nuts or maraschino 
1 half canned peach cherry 
Place the cake wedges on a serving plate butterfly fashion. An 
range the peach half in center, drop the ball of cheese into the cen- 
ter and cover with sour cream. Top with nuts. This is an individual 
serving that utilizes leftover cake and can be be served impromptu 
with a flip of the wrist.

The Editor's Chair, 


For several weeks now I have 
been trying to figure out some- 
thing to write about my two-day 
stay at the camp at Loon Lake 
of the International Student 
Zionist Federation, which is the 
all inclusive body of Zionism on 
the campuses of the nation. 

Attending were Zionist stu- 
dents from schools as far apart 
as Vassar and the University of 
Southern California, and I was 


~told more than once that thtse 


were the Zionist elite. 

The experience was a very sat- 
isfying one. However my first 
inclination was to write about 
the fact that so many of the 
young people, with several very 
vocal young ladies in the lead, 
consider themselves atheists. In 
fact my talk on “Zionism and 
the American Jewish Commu- 
nity,” ended in a discussion of 
Judaism in the American en- 
vironment with the atheists argu- 
ing that one could be a good Jew 
and still be an atheist. 

I say I started to give that as 
the most vivid impression of my 
stay at the camp, but I then re- 
membered that I attended Satur- 
day morning services in the lec- 
ture room with a sizeable con- 
gregation, and a good many of 
the student Zionists observed the 
Sabbath holiday in all particulars. 

The sessions were stimulating, 
and although I arrived at the 
camp dead tired, hoping to get 
some real rest, I forced myself 
to attend all the lectures I could 
s0 stimulating were they to me. 
The young people were obviously 
very alert, very devoted to the 
cause of Zionism, and despite 
their pleas of atheism, very good 
Jews. They were, of course, 
completely disillusioned about 
»the world of today and one whole 
lecture session was turned into 
what I felt was a blind alley be- 
cause everyone there agreed that 
there was no future for Judaism 
or the Jew in the United States. 

* * * 

I attended services last Friday 
night at Temple Emanu-El in 
New York and I’m not ashamed 
to admit that I was very much 
impressed. I don’t want to sound 
condescending - either. In other 
words I enjoyed the services 
thoroughly. In my opinion if 
every Jew could attend a service 
at Emanu-El it would do a lot for 
him from a Jewish standpoint. 

I’m no artist with words but I 
wish for the moment I were so I 
could paint a picture for your 
mind’s eye of the beauty and aus- 
terity and even hallowedness of 
Emanu-El’s cloistered auditorium 


And withal the service is in- 
tensely dramatic. It is pageantry 
such as one would dream of in 
the ancient Temple in Jerusalem. 

When the Ark is opened iteis 
as if the Shechina had enveloped 
the place. 

How many were there at this 
Friday evening service (45 min- 
utes long and before supper)? A 
surprisingly large attendance. I 
had intended asking Rabbi Na- 
than Perilman how much of this 
attendance was transient and 
how much of it from the member- 
ship, but I did not do so. At 
Kaddish over half of the wor- 
shippers rose, which would indi- 
cate clearly that the majority 
were non-members but in so 
many congregations all rise for 
the Kaddish that I wasn’t able to 
draw the deduction. 

Just for the record, and if I’m 
not pressed too closely, I'll say 
that Emanu-El architecture is the 
culmination to perfection of Cin- 
cinnati’s Plum Street Temple.

6 pe age ches os sin = oteadlgngenna 
apologize for anything it does, Long 
ago this paper fought the battle of its inde- 
pendence, and the integrity has rarely been 
questioned, although it does not pretend 
that it is perfect in the sense of the above 
or free from error. 

However, The Post's circulation has in- 
creased so rapidly in recent months that some 
of its readers may not understand the un- 
derlying policies under which it is published. 

The Post is an independent publication with 
no ties to anyone or to any national organ- 
ization. In fact, it is the only independent 
national Anglo-Jewish weekly, which is ssay- 
nothing, however, because there is no other 
national Anglo-Jewish weekly, whether inde- 
pendent or otherwise. 

To The Post’s news columns all Jewish ac: 
tivities have equal rights and equal access. 
If news develops in the Zionist group (which 
is and has been the most active in recent 
years and therefore gets most of the space) 
then those events are reported. If news 
develops in the anti-Zionist camp, then that 
news is printed. From time to time in addi- 
tion, various writers whom The Post feels are 
qualified are free to use the news columns 
to present their viewpoint, still whether Zion- 
ist or anti-Zionist, or whether pro-Silver or 
pro Wise, whether Reform, Conservative or 
Orthodox. 

In addition too, there is the Freedom of 
the Press section which is open to all readers. 

As to the editorial viewpoint of The Post 
it is Zionist without question. It is against 
partition and for a Jewish state on both sides 
of the Jordan, 

This is in the finest tradition of the Ameri- 
can press: free and open reporting of all 
the news without bias, and a strong editorial 
policy. 

There are those who differ violently with 
the above propositions, from that group who

believe it is treason to give space to the anti- 
Zionist viewpoint, to those who see no need 
(larger in number before Hitler) for a Jewish 
press at all. 

The Post’s editors, to be truthful, do not 
know how other than following the time. 
tested principles of a free press, an Anglo 
Jewish paper can he published honestly. The 
Post’s viewpoint is that it is bettter for Zion. 
ists to have access to the doing and thinking 
of the non and anti-Zionist, because not only 
will the Zionists~have then a clear conception 
of the feelings of their opponents, but in ad. 
dition only under this scheme of things can 
any kind of working agreement (cooperation) 
be evolved in the American Jewish communi- 
ty. 

As it is now, the Zionists read their own 
publications, the anti-Zionists read _ theirs. 
Either side should value a free Anglo-Jewish 
press becacuse’ it gives an opportunity to 
them to reach the opposition. It might be 
mentioned here that both sides of the Zion- 
ist question respect The Post for its fair. 
ness, as do Orthodox, Conservative and Re. 
form. 

This is a long editorial, but possibly a 
valuable one. The question of The Post’s col- 
umnists should also be clarified here. A 
quotation from the Philadelphia Inquirer 
does this admirably and with it this editorial 
ends: 

“The signed columns of America’s leading 
writers and commentattors appearing on this 
and other pages of The Inquirer are present- 
ed so that our readers may have the benefit 
of a wide variety of viewpoints on important 
issues of the day. 

“These viewpoints often contradict one an- 
other. They have no connection with the 
editorial policy of this newspaper and some. 
times, in fact, may represent exactly an oppo- 
site opinion, The opinions and views ex: 
pressed belong solely to the writers.” 


Who Will Make The Attempt? 


HE idea of communally supported rabbis 

and an American type of Judaism, nei- 

ther Reform, Conservative or Orthodox, may 

still be some years distant, but would be 

considerably advanced were one rabbi or one 

community or both to begin such an ex- 
periment. 

The American type of Judaism idea is 
closer than is the communally supported rab- 
bi and the two are not necesssarily connected. 
In fact, as rabbis begin to enlarge the scope 
of their activities more and more the proposi- 
tion of communally-supported rabbis loses 
its validity. Still, the rabbi whose salary 
came from the community at large could 
much more easily develop his servicces and 


worship to fill the needs of the day than one 
wedded to one of the sects in Judaism. 

The line of demarcation between Orthodox 
and Reform, as has been remarked in many 
places, is so indistinguishable now that ex- 
cept for personalities and habit and local 
tradition, a large number of congregations 
could very easily drop their label and recruit 
members from all three sects. 

So that any of the younger rabbis, or a re- 
turning chaplain might make the experiment. 
He would be pioneering, and even some 
years ahead of the time, but the rewards are 
those of the pioneer and would be ample 
return to the hardy soul who has the cour- 
age and perseverance to make the attempt.

S indicative of a tendency which The 
Post is sure will grow into a trend, the 
Germantown Jewish Centre in Philadelphia 
in erecting its own facilities is starting out 
with the school building rather than the syna- 
gogue proper. 

In new Catholic parishes, the first building 
of permanence is the school. The church 
comes later. 

In the Jewish community, however, the 
school rooms have not only been a minor con- 
sideration and always followed the construc- 
tion of imposing synagogues, but invariably 
were in the basement or in the rear and not

in the least inviting to the young people, not 
to mention actually poorly located for the im- 
portant need they had to fill.

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TORONTO RABBIS REPUDIATE ADDRESS 
BY RABINOWITCH, DENY HIS AUTHORITY 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

The Rabbinate of Toronto here- 
with undersigned and including 
not only the leaders of Orthodox 
Jewry, but representatives of Re- 
formed Judaism as well, denies 
the authority of a layman to in- 
terpret Jewish lore and law, how- 
ever well-informed he may be in 
matter of secular science. Al- 
though time and space are not 
available for a lengthy and de- 
tailed refutation of the mis-state- 
ments contained in the address 
of Dr. I. M. Rabinawitch, regard- 
ing the history and nature of 
Zionism and Judaism, we here- 
with declare that: 

1) Jewry is not exclusively a 
religious community in the nar- 
row sense of that term. Although 
Jews are loyal and devoted citi- 
zents in every “country where 
they dwell, the historical and 
spiritual attachment to Palestine 
has always been a part of Jewish 
prayer and teaching. Never, 
since the dispersion of the Jew- 
ish people, has Palestine been 
completely deprived of a Jewish 
community within its precincts. 
This fact has been officially rec- 
ognized by the Mandate. 

2) The upbuilding of Palestine 
as a Jewish homeland has a pro- 
found and eternally religious 
basis, as expressed in the Bible, 
Talmud and other religious writ- 
ings. : 

3) Practically all Jewish 
groups in the world today, in- 
cluding the most Orthodox ele- 
ments, are united with negligible 
exceptions, to secure the estab- 


lishment of a Jewish homeland 
in Palestine. This centuries-old 
hope has been intensified because 
of the current emergency created 
by the unparalleled suffering 
and martyrdom of the Jewish 
people in Europe. 

4)The support given to the up- 
building of Palestine as a Jewish 
homeland by the Rabbinate is 
based on religious conviction and 
historic Jewish doctrine, and has 
no connection whatever with any 
other considerations. We are 
deeply shocked by the statement 
of Dr. Rabinowitch to the effect 
that spiritual leaders of the Jew- 
ish community have been moti- 
vated in their support of the Pal- 
estinian upbuilding by motives 
other than profound loyalty to 
Jewish teaching. 

5) Together with the _ over- 
whelming mass of the Jewish 
people, we condemn and deplore 
bloodshed in Palestine and we 
express the fervent hope that a 
method of cooperation can be 
found whereby the establishment 
of Palestine as a Jewish home- 
land, as solemnly promised by 
international committment, 
might become an instrument for 
peace and progress throughout 
the world.

There is a gleeful announce- 
ment that the organized Jews of 
America have begun to clean 
house-—of Stalinists. (Would that 
include the thousands of Jews 
who attended the High Holiday 
services in Moscow?) From there 
on “Rabbi” Schultz launches into 
an attack on The Protestant. 
Since simple truths could never 
serve the purpose of “Rabbi” 
Schultz, he must resort to slan- 
der. Have we Jews not been slan- 
dered enough through the gen- 
erations that the “Rabbi” must 
slander others in the name of 
Judaism He says, “The paper is 
nothing but a Communist front, 
using the clever device of ‘fight- 
ing anti-Semitism’ to filch money 
from rich Jews impressed by its 
Gentile nature.” 


According to Webster’s Inter- 
national Dictionary the word 
“filch” means, “To steal, to pil- 
fer: To beat, to strike, also, to 
rob.” Now, I have been a reader 
and supporter of The Protestant 
almost since its beginning, yet 
I do not feel that any money I 
have paid The Protestant has 
been filched from me. Nor do any 
of my friends who happen to con- 
tribute to The Protestant feel 
that their “money has_ been 
filched.

My child attends 
an Orthodox Hebrew school and 
she repeats the Sh’ma_ thrice 
daily. Do such things character- 
ize a Communist? Yet I am a sin- 
cere supporter of The Protestant. 
Nor am I “impressed” by its 
“Gentile nature.” I have lived and 
worked among Gentiles too long 
to be impressed by them. I am 
impressed by The Protestant be- 
cause it is so different from the 
usual run of Gentiles. I hardly 
consider The Protestant as being 
Gentile. I might remind “Rabbi” 
Schultz that the Kabbala teaches 
that the souls of righteous Jews 
are often reincarnated as right- 
eous Gentiles, in order that they 
may be able to plead the cause of 
Israel before its enemies. If this 
teaching is true, then Kenneth 
Leslie has the soul of a righteous 
Jew. But you, “Rabbi” Schultz, 
from what are you reborn? 

Does “Rabbi” Schultz know his 
friends and where his wellbeing 
lies? His greed for respectability 
and for being on the powerful 
side transcends and _ suffocates 
his love for his people and the 
desire to serve God. The ox and 
the ass at least labor under no 
inferiority complex. 

It is gratifying to note that 
not all Jewish periodicals share 
the views of “Rabbi” Schultz 
and, perhaps, of the paper which 
prints them.

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PALESTINE RESIDENT ANSWERS SOME 
‘POST’ QUESTIONS ON WHAT IS GOING ON 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

I read your paper whenever I 
can get it, which is usually very 
late, and I have just seen your 
editorial of August 23, in which 
you ask a few questions about 
what is really going on in Pales- 
tine. Now I am just a private 
citizen and not affiliated with 
any organization here, but I 
should like to answer those ques- 
tions as well as I can on the 
basis of facts that are known 
here, though they may not be 
getting much attention in the 
Galut. 

1) Can the Jewish  under- 
ground forces really do anything 
mcre than they are doing to 
fight the British? Well, as a non- 
expert I would say that a definite 
extension of their activities was 
possible. You may have noticed 
that in those arms caches found 
by the British considerable quan- 
tities were found of types of 
arms which have not yet been 
used. I refer primarily to trench 
mortars, of which we seem to 
have large stores. This type of 
weapon makes possible large 
scale attacks against public 
buildings such as the fortified 
police stations which dot the Pal- 
estine countryside, the Jerusalem 
and Haifa “fortresses” (areas 
from which Jews have _ been 
evicted to make room for a con- 
centration of British offices; they 
are now known as Bevingrads), 
and maybe army camps. These 
objectives would be quite help- 
less against nocturnal shelling 
from the outside. There are other 
possible improvements, but this 
will give you an idea of the pos- 
sible scale of future operations. 
They may be bigger and better 
but any sweeping change in the 
scale of Jewish operations, such 
as an armed rising to throw out 
the British, is not a development 
to be seriously considered. 

2),Is there a probability that 
the negotiations of the Jewish 
Agency in some form of parti- 
tion might be disowned by the 
Jews of Palestine? 


In the last few weeks there has 
been a noticeable tendency in 
this direction. With elections to 
the Zionist congress coming up 
on Oct. 14, this has expressed 
itself mostly in a shift of party 
affiliations. The largest party, 
Mapai, has not taken any stand 
against partition, although its re- 
eent conventions adopted a so 
called “activist” line, that is, one 
eontemplating the continuation 
of Hagana activities, by a better 
than three to one vote. A ten- 
dency has therefore been evident 
especially among youhger people 
who are under Hagana influence, 
to leave Mapai and turn to the 
second-largest party, Achdut- 
Haavoda — Paole-Zion (formerly 
Group B of Mapai). This party 
takes a very much stronger line 
than Mapai, though its socialist 
orientation is the same. It is 
définitely against any sort of par- 
tition or federalizations. Also it 
is believed to include the major- 
ity of Hagana higher-ups and 
Palmach members and to urge a 
further extension of Hagana ac- 
tivities, since it is feared that if 
the Hagana is idle its most sin- 
eere and enthusiastic members 
will join or at least. sympathize 
with the two rightist organiza- 
tions, Irgun Zvai Leumi and 
Lochamei Cherut Israel (the 
Stern group) which are keeping 
up their operations. This ‘party, 
then; is gaining at the expense 
of Mapai, and while in 1944 it 
was only one-third the strength 
of Mapai it is expected to do bet- 





general toughening of public 
opinion is the rejection on Sept. 
24 of the proposal to participate 
in the London talks. Although all 
the London members of the 
Agency were for it, the Inner 
Zionist Council in Jerusalem re- 
jected it 21 to 1. Six of its mem- 
bers even opposed a clause per- 
mitting further negotiation with 
the British, tacked on the resolu- 
tion to save Weizmann’s face. In 
general, the views of the Jews 
of Palestine (all but the 10 per 
cent gathered around the Aliya 
Chadasha party and Haaretz 
newspaper) are a great deal 
tougher than those of the Agency 
leaders in London; and the im- 
pression here is that some of 
those leaders, viz., Messrs. Weiz- 
mann, Wise, Nahum Goldmann, 
Locker and Brodetsky, are pre- 
pared to concede a great deal 
more than the Yishuv would. 


3) Why if the Jewish Agency 
is ready to negotiate for federal- 
ization or partition were US. 
and world Jewry not kept in- 
formed of the need for com- 
promise so that the shattering of 
Zionist hopes might not have 
come with such unexpectedness? 


I cannot, of course, answer this 
question, not having an inside 
wire to the Agency’s meetings. 
But I can make a guess. I be- 
lieve that the simple fact is that 
the leaders of the Jewish Agency, 
and especially those I named 
above, are so completely out of 
touch with the popular. feeling 
that they were not even aware 
that it would be a shock to the 
majority of Zionists. I have had 
occasion to observe that those 
members of the London branch 
of the Agency who have visited 
Palestine have kept themselves 
pretty much isolated from the 
people and have communed with 
only a small circle of political 
and personal associates. This is 
especially true of Dr. Weizmann, 
who is handicapped by his poor 
health but who, nevertheless, 
came in for much criticism for 
his isolation during the time he 
spent in Rehovot. If during the 
four months he was here he had 
spent just a few hours on the 
boulevards of Tel Aviv talking to 
people, I believe he would have 
shown more understanding of 
the temper of the Yishuv in his 
recent actions. 


4) Can the British blockade 


really stop immigration into Pal- 
estine, or is this immigration 
continuing as some Zionist cir- 
cles declare? 


I do not think it would be 
proper to say anything in answer 
to this question except to note 
two items which have already ap- 
peared in the press. First, around 
the middle of August the British 
army daily, “Mid-East Mail,” re- 
ported that a ship with “illegal” 
immigrants had reached Tel 
Aviv and the immigrants landed. 
This report has never been de- 
nied by the government. Second, 
the latest ship to be caught, the 
Palmach, was not detected until 
it was only three miles from the 
Palestine coast at Ras en 
Naqura, on the Lebanese border. 
If detection had come an hour 
later the immigrants would prob- 
ably have been safe. One might, 
therefore, assume that the Brit- 
ish blockade was not as effective 
as it might be; but on the other 
hand it is unlikely that any- very 
considerable quantity of immi- 
grants get through. Probably the 
number who do come in without 
being detected does not exceed 
the number who come in legally 
(1500 a month). 

I hope these answers will help 
in evaluating the situations. I 





Don’t Blame Zionists

The synagogue 
today is becoming more and 
more magnificent—colossal struc- 
tures, modern in every detail and 
architecture, and even these 
modern edifices are empty. Why? 
Because the synagogue today 
must compete with the cocktail 
lounge of the ultra modern hotel, 
or compete with the well-adver- 
tised vacation spots. The Jewish 
vacation hotels offer God and 
prayer and pleasure — boating 
and fishmg—all on one bill-of- 
fare. Unfortunately the syna- 
gogue cannot compete. Today it 
seems Jews want to be enter- 


tained—not lectured or preached ... 


to. Rabbis remonstrate their con- 
gregants for not attending ser- 
vices regularly—the American 
Jew wants to be flattered, not 
bawled out. 

Is Rabbi Davis worried lest an 
all-out effort in behalf of U.J.A. 
will lessen collections in the syn- 
agogue—that there won't be 
enough for bigger salaries for 
rabbis, or enough for more tem- 
ples—the modern, elegant, im- 
pressive houses of worship situ- 


ated in the smartest section of -- 


town—and even these fine syna- 
gogues entitle the members to 
come only three days a year? 
Would it not be better that all 
monies available be spent to save 
lives—in Europe and Palestine? 
We can pray those three days in 
the “not-so-splendid” synagogue 
if need_be. 

Today it seems a man joins a 
synagogue to prove his social 
status. A man of learning is not 
looked up to like the “allright- 
nick” who got rich quick. This 
puts a damper on learning. 

Rabbis today are modern too— 
they want the large magnificent 
synagogues, they waht large sal- 
aries, long vacations—now He- 
brew school is taught three days 
a week instead of formerly 
or six—Hebrew is not taugh 
non-Jewish religious holidays 
(Xmas, etc.). That’s modern, too, 
Rabbi Davis. Rabbis cater to the 
rich members—not to the learned 
—so everyone does as the rich 
member does. In fact it is Zion- 
ism that keeps aglow the spark 
of Judaism in some Jews that 
otherwise would be lost to the 
fold altogether. 

No American Jew need fast to 
be able to contribute to the U.J.A. 
—they can afford to eat AND 
give. Does the rabbi think if I

Statement On Palestine - 


**] believe and urge that substantial immigration 
into Palestine cannot wait a solution to the Palestine 
problem and that it should begin at once,” Presi- 
dent Truman declared in a statement issued on Fri- 


day, October 4th. 


We look forward to the implementation of the 
high purpose thus stated by the President, which 
reflects the position taken by Congress, and by both 
the Republican and Democratic parties. President 
Truman has given utterance to a demand of the 
American people. It is his right—his duty—to insist 
that Great Britain, as trustee over Palestine, fulfill 
her obligation to “facilitate Jewish immigration,” 
in accordance with the terms of the Anglo-American 


Convention of 1924. 


This is not the first time, however, that President 
Truman has spoken out in favor of immediate Jew- 
ish immigration into Palestine. More than a year 
ago he made such a request of Prime Minister Att- 
lee. At that time the President called for the im- 
mediate immigration of 100,000 homeless Jews 
_ into Palestine—and the entire civilized world ap- 
plauded this step. 


During all the months that followed, however= 
months of suffering and bitter disillusionment for 
the Jewish people=no effective action was taken to 
carry out his request. The failure of our Govern- 
ment to achieve any positive results is fully doc- 
umented by the record as reviewed in President 
Truman’s statement. The President’s pronounce- 
ment makes it clear that, instead of insisting with 
all its authority that Great Britain carry out her

obligations, our Administration agreed to par- 
tig4pate in a series of British-sponsored “‘projects”’ 
designed to cause delay and to whittle down the 
Jewish people’s historic rights to Palestine. 


In the meantime, the Jews suffering in the Dis- 
placed Persons’ Camps were asked to wait patiently 
and the British Government intensified its tyran- 


nical rule in Palestine. 


Other bitter memories come to us out of the re- 
cent past. We recall that, following Presidential 
pronouncements similar to the one just made by 
President Truman, our Department of State pro-

ceeded immediately to send contradictory 
surances” to Cairo and elsewhere—“‘assurances” 
which invariably minimized the importance of such 
declaration by our Chief Executive. The sincerity 
of Presidential statements has thus been laid open 
to question by the State Department of the United

We trust that such is not now the case. But in 
any event we need not be long in doubt. We should 
know very soon to what extent our National Admin- 
istration is of one mind and determined to fulfill 
ite promises on Palestine. 


Does President Truman’s statement mark the 
beginning of real action by our Government NOW? 


Will the United States at long last bring the full 
weight of its authority behind the President’s re- 
quest NOW? 


The coming days will provide the answer. 
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
